Washington, May 23,—Plans for an aUied purchasing board are 
being drawn to include purchases for the American army and navy, 
estimated at approximately $8,500,000,000 for the first year of the war. 
The plan as tentatively outlined v/ould place a purchasing power of 
approximately $10,000,000,000 a j-ear in the hands of a single com- 
mission. 


Indications are that 
this tre- 
mendous purchasing powei- will 
be vested in one man Avho Avill 
have under his command an army 
of trained experts familiar with 
ail American markets. .

OBJECTOR GETS

tious objectors—men who are opposed 
to military service—now housed in the 
famous Dartmoor 
prison near

have been placed imder greater re- 
straint and on a war diet, as a result 
of protests that they were being pam- 
pered. 
The neighboring villagers said 
that the objectors were allowed to live 
in comparative ease and luxury as com- 
pared with the lot of the prison ward- 
ers and the men of the village who are 
in the army. 


The conscientious objectors are now 
living on the same fare as prescribed 
by the food controller for the civilian 
population. 
Formerly they were al- 
lowed to go to the storekeepers in the 
neighborhood and purchase all they 
wanted with the result that supplies 
were exhausted at tlie expense of the 
regular customers. 
The objectors are 
engaged in farming and quarrj-ing.

Tuesday, May 22.—(From a staff cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press.) 
—Von Hindenburg himself is under- 
stood to have been a spectator of the 
defeat which the Fi-ench inflicted on 
the Germans yestei day evening on the 
Mor-onvilliers range, which resulted in 
the capture of several lines of Ger- 
man trenches and a number of im- 
portant observation points. 
The Ger- 
man commander is known 
to have 
been just to the northward of this sec- 
tion of the front on Sunday. 
His pres- 
ence is supposed to have been con- 
nected with an attack on the French 
lines which the Germans intended to 
deliver on 
Tuesday morning. 
The 
French forestalled them and after de- 
molishing German machine gun nests 
and 
other 
defenses 
with 
artillery 
launched an 
assault which 
was so 
brilliantly successful that more than 
1,000 Germans were captured. 
At the 
same time the French obtained elbow

They were asked to learn whether 
it is po.=;sible to allây the senate's ob- 
jections and if possible bring out a 
new and so-called modified censorship 
clause. 


Says Authority Is Neces.sary. 


President Wilson said to the senate 
conferees, as he did yesterday in his 
letter to Chairman Webb of the house 
judiciary committee, that he 
deems 
authority to invoke censorship of some 
sort absolutely essential. 


The president said he did not a.sk 
for a drastic provision, but felt he 
shot!Id 
have legislation 
giving him 
some degree of power to impose news- 
paper censoi-ship. 


He said he had complete reliance in 
the patriotism of American newspapers 
as a whole but felt censorship author- 
ity was necessary to deal with isolated 
cases which might be detrimental to 
the 
national interest. 
The 
senate's 
opposition to any foi-m of censorship 
was made plain to the president by 
the conferees who expi-essed 
doubt 
that tlie senate would consent to any 
censorship whatsoever. 


But all agreed under the president's 
earnest request to sound out sentiment 
and see if it is possible to pass a modi- 
fied section. 
Senator Overman thotight 
that the most that could be done would 
be a modified compromise. 


Hou.se Bill Not Liked. 


He believed the house conscript pro- 
vision that juries shall decide whether

gave information to the enemy would 
be rejected. 


If the new censorship provision can 
be agreed, Senator Overman thought

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WAR BONDS FOR CHILDREN. 


A good way to give the children an early 
Btart in life is to buy a liberty bond for each 
pf them. Let it be a small bond or a larger 
; one, according to your ability to pay for it, 
end let its interest accumulate for the full 
" ^tenure of the bond. In fifteen years the bond 
I >rill have earned much interest and the child 
then well grown or perhaps fully grown will 
! have a substantial cash account in the way of 
ian investment that the government may elect 
; to" carry another fifteen years, during which 
there will be much increase of growth in the 
' amount. 


A bond purchased now for the baby would 
« be a fine investment in behalf of the future of 
. the child. At the age of fifteen or sixteen he 
r. would appreciate something of the value of 
» having money ahead and laid by and would be 
: ¡encouraged to add to it, thus cultivating 
' rational habits of thrift and coming to a start 
• in life that certainly would not lead to the 
goal of penury. He would, too, have the sat- 


i;; isfaction of knowing that his little fortune had 
• been founded upon the patriotic spirit of his 
* parents at a time when the nation was in peril 
^ and that would not be a bad thing for any 
- youngster to understand. 


The occasion is presented when many thou- 
r. Bands of American parents can perform a 
1 service of many phases in the single act of 
lending their money to the 
government. 
There are bonds to meet the means of people 
of all circumstances and conditions. They run 
in denominations as low as $50, for which an 
initial payment of only $2 is necessary. After 
that the payments come in installments that 
amount to an average of a little more than $3 
a week until the final payment must be made. 
The cost of living is high, assuredly, but work 
is abundant and commands high wages. Very 
few of those who have steady employment are 
unable to meet the payments for a $50 or $100 
; bond. It may require in many cases some con- 
; triving to accomplish these payments, but 
where the money is regularly coming in that 
can be done and when the final payment has 
. been made the fruit of the endeavor will be 
, gathered in a good sum of money saved and 
: >vell and permanently invested. 
: 
After awhile the government will doubtless 
; be forced to make ncAv issues of bonds to meet 
^ the huge expenditures entailed by the war and 
• those who invest in the liberty loan will have 
learned by experience that money can be 
saved for the purchase of these bonds and an- 
other short season of perhaps intensive saving 
will add more to the family wealth and more 
to the family income. If the investments are 


^ made specially for the children there are ways 
^ in which the children themselves may be en- 
^ abled to help with the payments if they are 
» not- too small for serious efforts. 
In any 
event, almost everybody can find the means 
to purchase a bond of some denomination. 
< That will by that much help the government, 
1 add to the strength of the nation's defense 


1 and make the way to victory and peace easier 
1 and more certain. 


peculiar yet so essential that it is indispens-

To support this work is as much a duty of 
patriotism as to hel^ the government with its 
financial problems or the Red Cross -with its 
labors of mercy. All of these and many other 
concerns enter into the whole question of na- 
tional defense, and the association's work is 
an essential, a vital part of it. The desire is 
that the funds for the association shall be pro- 
cured without delay. It is badly needed and 
the sooner it is in hand the sooner will the 
work that is to be done in the great training 
camps be put eflSciently under way. It is of 
first importance that this work be permitted 
to begin on an adequate scale as soon as the 
great training camps are established and the 
young men begin to assemble in them. 
The 
influence of this work will go with the sol- 
diers to the battlefields of Europe \^here it 
most will stand them in stead.

A majority of the members of the city 
council cannot without misgiving and disap- 
proval view the fatuous purpose of the admin- 
istration to plunge obstinately forward with 
the auditorium building project. Those who 
have expressed their opinions have done so in 
strong terms. 


These officials of the city, believing that to 
go ahead will be to waste money and cheat 
the people, assert that this building project 
should be abandoned until time can be had to 
increase the fund, to acquire more grouud and 
to wait until conditions in the material and 
labor markets become more normal. That is 
the common sense view and the view that is 
taken by those who are looking to successful 
and satisfactory issue of this great erterprise 
of the people. 


There ought to be no hesitancy to abandon 
this project for the time being. There will be 
no credit, no glory, no taking of security for 
fame in rushing on with these mutilated 
plans to a botched and sorry as well irreme- 
diable result. There will be some credit and 
glory in refusing to disappoint the people and 
make a waste of their money. It is not always 
easy to refuse to do a foolish thing and the 
present matter seems to be an instance of it. 


The council should stand fast by what it be- 
lieves and prevent the consummation of this 
folly that promises to bring the fine project of 
a municipal auditorium to an issue that will 
be little less than the ruin of it. The auditor- 
ium cannot be built this year without cutting 
in two every dollar spent upon it. It cannot 
be built at all with the money in hand if the 
public hope and expectation are to be fulfilled. 
It cannot be creditably build upon the ground 
that has been chosen for it except there be ex- 
tensive addition to the site. President W. A. 
Bayer, of the council, states the necessity 
when he declares the whole of the Hamilton 
homestead property should be procured for 
the site. That should be done.

To drink or not to drink? 
This is 
one of the biggest questions of war- 
time. 
It has been asked and at least 
partially answered by every one of the 
nations at war in Europe, and now 
it is up for discussion in America. 


No nation, however, has decided on 
absolute 
prohibition 
so 
far. 
The 
manufacture and sale of vodka has 
been stopped in Russia, in England the 
liquor traffic is regulated by the de- 
fense of the realm act, and in Ger- 
many, where beer is ranked high in 
food value, it is portioned out to the 
Inhabitants in the same manner 
as 
other foods. 


There are two reasons for the aboli- 
tion of vodka in Russia and for the 
defense of the realm act in Great Brit- 
ain. 
In Russia vodka was i-ecognized 
as a menace to the efficiency of both 
the men fighting at the front and of 
those working at home, and, being a 
grain product, it cut into the supply 
of grain to be used as food. 
In the 
same way in England the consumption 
of liquor was regulated for the double 
reason of economy and efficiency. 


The defense of the realm act pro- 
vides for the sale of intoxicants only 
between the hours of 12:30 and 2 
p. m. and between 6:30 and 8 p. m.— 
that is, at luncheon and dinner time. 
In a counti-y where everyone drinks 
with meals this concession was con- 
sidered 
necessary. 
It 
enables 
the 
laboring people to have their ale and 
porter and the others to have wine 
or whisky and soda. There is a grow- 
ing feeling in England that even this 
should be abolished and that total pro- 
hibition during the term of war is the 
right thing. 


In the early months of the war in 
England there was a great deal of 
drunkenness not only among men, but 
among Women. 
Especially was this 
true among the very poor women in 
the East End of London. 
Many of 
these women whose husbands enlisted 
in the army were in possession of the 
first regular income they had ever en- 
joyed in their lives, provided by the 
government 
allowance 
to 
soldiers' 
wives and families, and they proceeded 
to spend it in the public houses. A law 
was passed prohibiting women with 
babies in arms from buying drinks in 
the public houses, and this resulted In 
giving an old grandmother a livelihood. 
These old women stood outside the 
pubs holding women's babies for a few 
pence, while the mothers themselves, 
relieved of their charges, went Inside 
to drink. 
This was only one of the 
ugly details that led to the passage of 
the defense of the realm act. 


Even this did not entirely abolish 
drunkenness. It was claimed that men 
who never drank to excess now drank 
great quantities during the luncheon 
and dinner hour because they couldn't 
get It at other hours. 
To make this 
condition less exaggerated treating was 
made a crime, and men could only buy 
for themselves. 
Even this measure Is 
often cleverly sidestepped by various 
ruses, especially In clubs, though treat- 
ing has to a great extent been actually 
abolished. 


As the war goes on, however, and 
thé need for conserving every resource, 
especially 
every food 
resource. In- 
creases, the sentiment In favor of pro- 
hibition grows, not alone among peo- 
ple who are themselves drinkers and 
who would under 
ordinary circum- 
stances consider a prohibition law as 
an Infringement of their God giveh 
rights. 


The need for prohibition In wartime 
is perhaps greater In America than in 
othér countries. 
It is we Who are ex- 


products yearly goes Into the making 
of whisky and beer. 


In times of unusual mental excite- 
ment people who drink drink more, 
and people who are unaccustomed to 
drinking drink in honor of the un- 
usual 
circumstances. 
As 
America 
awakens to the reality of war we will 
have the same experiences of drunken- 
ness that were manifested in Great 
Britain. 
It is not probable that we 
will have the same experience with 
our women. It is not the poorer classes 
among women who drink in the United 
States, but those whose position is such 
that they might be expected to set an 
example ,in self control and abstemi- 
ousness. 


As an alternative for absolute pro- 
hibition it has been suggested that the 
brewing and distilling Industries pay 
a large part of the expense of the war 
in special taxes. 
These they are will- 
ing to assume. 


The question now under discussion 
in America is not whether prohibition 
is a good or bad thing in time of peace, 
but whether a luxury which can only 
be supported at the expense of neces- 
sities should not be abolished during 
our time of stress.

Corn Meals Have 


Great Fuel Value 


There are all soi-ts of popular no- 
tions about the effect of corn on the 
body. 
Thus, one occasionally hears it 
said that it is indigestible and unfit 
for persons of weak digestion. 
Old- 
fashioned corn meals in which the skin 
was imperfectly bolted out and the fat 
of the germ, which readily becomes 
rancid, was retained, may have been 
digested somewhat l e ^ easily or less 
thoroughly than some 
other 
cereal 
foods, but it does not seem probable 
that the finely granulated corn meals 
now commonly found on the market 
which contain little save the starch 
and protein of the grain would tex the 
digestive organs 
very 
severely. 
Ex- 
periments have certainly shown that 
such corn meal is very well assimilat- 
ed. 
Foods containing coarse material 
like the bran of cereals are believed to 
stimulate 
the 
movement 
of 
food 
through the Intestines and so to coun- 
teract any tendency to constipation. 
From this standpoint the use of the 
coarser meals has an advantage which 
in most cases will doubtless make up 
for any differences in ease or thorough- 
ness of digestion. 


The digestibility 
of 
any 
ordinary 
cereal food is increased by thorough 
cooking, as this tends to break down 
the crude fiber of the cell walls and 
changes the physical or chemical na- 
ture of the starch so that it is more 
readily acted upon by the digestive 
Juices. The more cellulose a food con- 
tains the more important it Is that 
the cooking 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
done, and so the desirability of proper- 
ly cooking corn meal Is obvious. 


Corn is frequently spoken of as a 
good winter food, but as too "heating" 
or "heating to the blood" for summer. 
Just what these expressions mean is 
not easy to say. 
Carefully conducted 
experiments have shown that as a rule 
the consumption and digestion of car- 
bohydrates and fats does not material- 
ly increase the output of the body 
heat, but that protein does cause an 
increase in the am-ount radiated or 
othei wise given off by the body. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, in the few 
experiments which have been made 
with man this increased liberation of 
heat has not been accompanied by a 
sensation of warmth. Corn is not a 
typical protein food, as its protein con- 
tent is not over 10 per cent., so it 
would hardly cause an appreciable in- 
crease in the output of heat from the 
body as compared with wheat or other

Corn is rich in fat and carbohyd- 
rates and .so is a fattening food, as its 
extended use in the feeding of farm 
animals abundantly demonstrates. 
Fat 
is known to protect the body from ex- 
tremes of temperature and so it may 
be that corn has been spoken of as a 
heating food, particularly valuable in 
the winter diet, on account of its fat- 
producing qualities rather 
than 
be- 
cause of any specific heat producing 
properties. 


The term "heating food.s" seems of- 
ten to mean simply hearty foods; that 
is, those which, because of their bulk, 
the length of time they remain in the 
stomach, or for other reasons delay 
the normal recurrence of hunger for 
a longer time than usual. 
Some corn 
dishes, like 
corn-meal 
cakes 
with 
syrup, or the 
crackling 
bread 
of 
southern cooks 
which 
contains the 
pork cracklings or scraps, left after 
lard is rendei-ed, are unquestionably 
hearty foods, but no more 
so 
than 
similar 
dishes 
made 
from 
other 
cereals. 
Certainly simple corn breads 
and other simple corn dishes do not 
seem to particularly merit this resig- 
nation. 


In this connection It Is Interesting to 
note that corn has always been a more 
important foodstuff in the southern 
United States, Mexico and the Medi- 
terranean regions than in correspond- 
ing northern regions, even where It is 
a common market commodity, and this 
would certainly 
Indicate 
that 
cold 
weather is more appropriate for the 
use of corn foods than warm. 
The 
most reasonable deduction from avail- 
able data is that the way in which corn 
di.shes are prepared and cooked and 
the foods with which they are com- 
bined are more important factors than 
climate in regulating the use of these 
foods, and that, rightly used, corn 
bread and other corn dishes are whole- 
some at all seasons. 


A curious and often fatal disease, 
which has at times been very preva- 
lent in Italy and the Balkans, was for- 
merly believed to be due to the large 
quantities of maize eaten by the poor 
of these regions.

Soil. 


The soil best adapted to the culti- 
vation of cucumbers in the open is a 
light, sandy loam. 
A good plan is to 
throw a furrow along the line of t h e 
row and to place a shovelful of well- 
rotted manure in the bottom of the fur- 
row where the hills a r e to be grown. 
Then cover with a two-inch layer of 
earth before planting the seed. 
If no 
old m a n u r e can be had a small handful 
of 
commercial 
fertilizer 
m a y be 
worked into each hill. 
Fertilizer that 
has nitrogen in considerable quantity 
is best. 


Planting. 


Plant in hills four feet a p a r t each 
way as soon as all danger of frost is 
past. 
They a r e sometimes planted two 
or 3 feet a p a r t in rows six feet apart. 
In rich soil, for a crop of pickles, the 
seed may be sown in rows six or .seven 
feet apart and the plants thinned to a 
foot apart in the row. 
Sow about 10 or 
15 seeds over a n area ii* )ut six feet 
square and cover with about half an 
inch of fine, moist soil. 
This should 
be 
firmed 
with the 'oack of the hoe 
and then covered with a sprinkle of 
loo.se dirt to serve as a mulch. 
If a 
heavy rain packs the top soil and a 
crust is formed before the plants ap- 
pear, it is wise to go over the ground 
and carefully break the crust over each 
hill by means of a rake. 


Thinning. 


Thinning is usually deferred 
until 
the plants have become fully estab- 
lished, and care must be taken to avoid 
disturbing the roots of the remaining 
plant-s. 
Usually the thinning is com- 
pleted by the time the plants have four 
rough leaves. 
Sometimes the plants 
are cut off with a knife oi- shears in- 
stead of being pulled, and thus danger 
of 
disturbing the roots is avoided. 
Only 2 or a t most 3 plants are left in 
a hill. 


Cultivation. 


They should receive frequent shal- 
low cultivation until the vines begin to

run freely, a f t e r this very little atten- 
tion is required except to pull out stray 
weeds. If the vines are turned so that 
they grow along the length of the row 
cultivation can be carried on later and 
there is less injury to the vines in gath- 
ering. 


Companion Crop. 


The cucumber is frequently used a s 
a companion crop to other crops, like 
beans. 
Beans being of rapid growth, 
"come on" quickly and form a partial 
protection or windbreak for the young 
cucumber plants. 
When arranged in 
this way the cucumbers a r e planted 
in rows six feet a p a r t and a row of 
beans is placed between two rows of 
cucumbers. 
The quick maturing of the 
beans allows them 
to be 
harvested 
f r o m the area before it is required for 
the cucumbers. 


Dlseavscs aiid Enemies. 


As a rule garden cucumbers will not 
be greatly Injured by diseases. 
When 
grown over large areas they may be at- 
tacked by blight and mildew. 
They 
should be sprayed with bordeaux mix- 
ture once in ten days or two weeks 
a f t e r they have begun to run. 


The striped cucumber bettle is the 
most troublesome pest with which the 
grower has to deal. 
There is no spe- 
cific remedy. 
Direct applications, such 
as Paris Green or other arsenical will 
destroy the beetles when they 
occur 
in moderate numbers. 
Pyrethrum, a p - 
plied with a powder bellows is valuable 
in small gardens. 
It is applied early 
in the morning when the dew is on. 
Direct remedies, such as pyrethrum, 
sprinkling of wood ashes, road dust, 
etc., must be i-epeatedly applied, par- 
ticularly 
when 
rainfall 
necessitates 
their renewal, until the plants have ob- 
tained a good start or the insects have 
dispersed. 
Tobacco du.st, sprinkled on 
the hills has the advantage of being a 


goo<l Impellent, and acts also as a fer- 
tilizer and mulch for the plant. 


EGGPLANT. 


(itnother of a series of articles edited 
by the coraniittee on publicity and in- 
formation of the National Food Relief 
committee, Fort Wayne branch. 
This 
article by Norma Erf). 


Elie eggplant, which is started and 
handled in the .=:a.ine way as the tomato, 
is perhaps not so widely kno^vn as that 
plant, but it is rapidly becoming a very 
popular vegetable. It.s delicious and sat- 
isfying flavor make it a very acceptable 
Substitute for meat for many people. 


The soil best adapted for this crop is 
fine, rich and well drained sandy loam. 
Many growers believe that fresh stable 
manure should not be used for eggplants, 
and that the land should not contain un- 
femiented vegetable matter to any large 
extent. 


The seeds should be started early in 
the spring in hotbeds or greenhouses. If 
no hotbed is at hand, the seed may be 
sown in boxes in any light, warm room. 
When the plants have forced two rough 
leaves they should be transplanted three 
or four inches apart in other bo.xes or in 
small pots. 
They must bo well watered 
and gradually hardened to outdoor condi- 
tions. 
Late in May or early in June 
transplant to the open ground in rows 
three feet apart and two feet apart in 
the row. Free cultivation is desirable 
and the plants should be kept growing 
rapidly. 
When about a foot high draw 
the earth up to the stem. 


A dozen good plants should supply 
enough fniit 
for the average 
family 
throughout the season. 
Care must be 
taken in cutting the fruit so as not to 
injure the plant by breaking it or dis- 
turbing the roots.

JOHN WESSEL JR. 
PAYS 
BACK ALL OF $8,370 


Resigned as Manager of Mu- 
nicipal Plant When Short- 
age Was Shown. 


F r a n k Dix, who has oeen appointed 
to take the place of John Wessel, jr., 
former secretary and manager of the 
city ligrht department and who resigrned 
his position when shortage in his ac- 
counts to the extent of 
$8,370 
was 
ehow^n, refuses to assume responsibil- 
ity until the books of the light depart- 
ment have been reaudited. 


State accountants will be sent for by 
the board of works, and will make a 
careful examination of all records of 
the city light system. 
The accountants 
will be brought here as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Frank Dix, who was appointed tem- 
porary secretary and manager in ad- 
dition to his other duties in the light 
department when Wessel 
joined 
the 
regular army a month ago, will take 
complete charge of the plant when cor- 
rect financial condition has been estab- 
lished by the state auditors. 
No per- 
manent secretary and manager of the 
plant will be 
appointed 
during 
the 
present administration. 


At Traiiiiiiff Camp. 


John Wessel, jr., is in the officers' 
ti-aining camp at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Indianapolis. 
He left for the 
a r m y service last Saturday. 


Wessel thought he was forwarding 
the interests of the light department 
when he made use of the corporation 
funds, it is claimed by other officers 
of 
the 
lighting 
plant and 
by 
his 
mother, 
Mrs. John Wessel, 
513 
St. 
Martin 
street. 
All 
the 
money 
was 
used in an effort to gain an advantage 
for "city light," is the view of those 
who were in a position to know. 


The total shortage, for which every 
penny was accounted by Wessel, w^o 
kept strict account of all funds taken, 
is the result of two years of borrowing 
f r o m the money of the city light de- 
partment. 
There was no attempt to 
swindle the city department by chang- 
ing the book 
a c c o u n t . :Wessel 
had 
carefully made a record of all funds 
taken. It is shown. 
Accountants 
al- 
ways returned 
flattering 
reports of the 
status of the business methods of the 
light department. 


Alt Makes Discovery. 


J o h n 
Alt, auditor 
of the 
lighting 
department, 
first 
discovered 
Wessel's 
shortage. 
That was nearly a year ago. 
Alt urged We.ssel to 
pay 
back 
the 
money 
at 
once. 
Wessel 
agreed 
to 
meet the deficit as soon as possible. 
In the meantime that was need for 
more money and Wessel's debt grew. 


Alt reported the shortage to Frank 
Dix, superintendent of the 
light 
de- 
partment two weeks ago. 
Wessel ex- 
plained 
that 
he 
had 
gained 
leave 
f r o m the a r m y to return home on pur- 
pose to settle the matter. 
He stated 
that he would gather the money to 
meet the deficit at once. 


In the meantime the board of works 
was notified and City Attorney Colerick 
was 
called 
into consultation. 
At a 
conference 
between 
light 
officials, 
members of the works board and the 
city attorney on last Saturday evening, 
Wessel was asked to give an account 
for the funds taken. 


He explained that he had borrowed 
the money in an effort to further the 
interests of the light department. 
He 
expected to make the sum up at once, 
he said. 


It is claimed that Wes.se!'s jnother 
met $6,000 of the 
amount 
and 
his 
grandfather, J o h n Wessel, 2111 Lafay- 
ette street, furnished the remainder of 
the 
$8,370 
shortage. 
On 
Monday 
afternoon Wasml mailed his resigna- 
tion f r o m Indianapolis to the board of 
works. 


Goes to Indianapolis. 


Wes-sel went to Indianapolis, on Sat- 
urday, to join the camp for training 
for the officers reserve corps. 
He had 
intended to return home on Sunday 
but was not allowed to leave the fort 
because he was a week late in reach- 
ing the training camp, he explains to 
his mother in a letter, received by her 
on Tuesday. 


City officials knew nothing of the 
shortage 
at 
the 
time 
when 
Wessel 
joined the regular army, a month ago. 
He had intended joining the engineer- 
ing corps but was told that he would 
be 
eligible 
for 
the officers resejve 
corps training when he had been sent 
to Columbus, Ohio. 
He was granted 
leave to return to Fort Wayne 
and 
to take up the officers' training work. 


Mother Had Been Told. 


Mrs. John Wessel, mother of 
the 
former treasurer of the light depart- 
ment, states that she has known of 
his shortage for some time and of her 
son's intentions to pay back the sum. 


"He took the money to try to help 
out the light department," his mother 
says. 
"All his plans proved failures. 
H e made no attempt to conceal the 
shortage. 
He fully intended to pay 
back every cent." 


Light officials corroborate the state- 
m e n t 
that 
Wessel 
was 
attempting 
schemes for developing the city light 
department. 
He tried novel advertis- 
ing plans on his own account. It is 
. said. 


"Wessel's great mistake was in try- 
ing out his plans without consulting 
other officials," said one of the city 
officers, Wednesday.

Mann said, would be raised by imme- 
diate taxation under the bill.

of the required war revenue. 


"In the 
present 
time," 
he said, 
"prices for the necessities of life are 
going to be unusually high. 
This bill 
places too great a burden of taxation 
upon the country. 
We had far better 
continue along by raising a part of 
this money by bonds and passing other 
tax bills from year to year. 
This bill 
approaches killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg. 
I am afraid we are 
killing that goose today. 


"I regret that I shall have to vote 
against the bill. 
It raises too great an 
amount of money by direct and imme- 
diate taxes and I cannot support such 
a tremendous levx' at this time." 


Kitchin C'au.ses Surprise. 


Democratic Leader 
Kitchin 
caused 
surprise by asking that the proposed 
five 
per cent tax on advertising 
be 
stricken from the bill. 
He said 
he 
did not think it fair to tax advertis- 
ing if newspaper advertisers were to 
be exempt as the bill proposes. 


Representative Dill, of Washington, 
opposed the Kitchin amendment, con- 
tending it was as fair to tax advertis- 
ing as it was to tax food stuffs and au- 
tomobiles. 
The 
advertising 
section 
was stricken out by an aye and nay 
vote with only a few members oppos- 
ing. 
Representative 
Madden, 
of 
Il- 
linois, republican, who has vigorously 
opposed the bill, also announced that 
he would vote against it. 
Repre-senta- 
tive Cannon, of Illinois, declared that 
he would vote for the bill because the 
counti-y needs the money right away.

Chicago, May 23.—The cutting of 
wheat has been started in Texas, near 
Fort Worth. This information reached 
the great grain market here today in 
a laconic telegram 
from 
the Texas 
city. 
Work, it said, began yesterday 
when binders started on a f a r m of 
100 acres, which was expected to yield 
from six to eight bushels to the acre. 
"The 
Texas 
harvest 
has 
started," 
flashed 
over the wires to brokers and 
crop students said never in history did 
a message carry more hope and mean- 
ing to the world, for this crop, accord- 
ing to leading statesmen, enters into 
the grand strategy of the war and in- 
to the very politics of nations. 


Frpm now on the harvest will spread 
northward over the granaries of Okla- 
homa, Kansas and Nebraska, thence 
on to the spring wheat valleys of the 
Dakotas, until after the first of Sep- 
tember when the last North American 
sheaf has been cut in the far Hudson 
bay country. 
The word f r o m Texas 
was taken as a good omen for it show- 
ed that the harvest had been started 
three days earlier than normal 
and 
even three days is important, it is said, 
when the whole world is crying for 
wheat. 


Another cheering note was added to 
the symphony by a Snow crop statis- 
tician who said that Texas %vas ex- 
pected to yield 15,000,000 bushels or 
10 per cent more than last year. 
Her 
early harvest will bring relief to the 
bare 
bins 
of 
the 
southwest. 
Dry 
weather accounts for the early start. 


The movement of the grain to mar- 
ket should begin by June 15 and will 
flow in increasing volume day by day 
until 
it reaches the 
maximum 
be- 
tween the end of October and the mid- 
dle of December," said Mr. Snow. "This 
means that the new crop laps over in

1916) 
by thirty days 
and

The total number of Americans 
yet in Germany is about 300, but it 
is estimated perhaps four-fifths have 
remained voluntarily, as they are of 
German bii-th or descended from Ger- 
man parents and Americans only by 
naturalization.

However, we will have to study condi- 
tions and adapt 
ourselves 
to 
the 
change so that we will be 
entirely 
ready when peace is again restored." 


Di-. Steinmetz, a past president of 
the American Institute of 
Electrico.l 
Engineers and consultmg engineer of 
the General Electric 
company, 
will 
speak further on this interesting and 
educational subject at 
the 
Majestic 
theater, Wednesday 
evening, 
at 
8 
o'clock. 
He is speaking here 
under 
the auspices of the Fort Wayne sec- 
tion of the Ainerican Institute of Elec- 
trical Enginers. 


A committee from the local organ- 
ization went to Waterloo on Wednes- 
day morning and brought the eminent 
man to this city in an automobile. He 
was tired when he arrived and after 
a short rest went to the Commei-cial 
club where he was a guest of the Fort 
Wayne Rotarians. 


When interviewed at the 
Anthony 
hotel Wednesday morning, Dr. Stein- 
metz stated that the American people 
misunderstood him 
when 
they be- 
lieved him to be an advocate of 
a 
four-hour day. 
He said he contended 
that under certain conditions and with 
all waste eliminated that it would be 
possible to accomplish 
as much 
in 
four hours as can now be done in 
eight. 


Eicctricit.v and the War. 


The nation-wide authority on 
en- 
gineering subjects stated to a 
Sen- 
tinel representative that electricity was 
playing a very important part in the 
present European blood conflict. He 
stated 
that as for killing 
purposes 
electricity was not successful and he 
believed never would be. 
But he up- 
held 
that 
electricity was playing 
a 
more important part than for killing 
purposes. 
He said that for communi- 
cative purposes such as in the tele- 
phone, telegraph and wireless, it was 
being considered as one of the prin- 
cipal factors in cari-ying on modern 
warfare. 


Speaks to Rotarians. 


Dr. Steinmetz after being introduced 
to the Rotarians by President Koer- 
ber,, arose among a prolonged 
and 
loud applause. 
He contended that one 
of the most important problems which 
confronted the United 
States 
today 
was conservation. 
He based his entire 
address on this theme. 


"Our natural resources, which, when 
the country was first discovered, was 
richly endowed with, are rapidly ap- 
proaching the end," said the speaker. 
"We must 
preserve 
what 
we have 
left," he continued, "and protect the 
resources, such as water power, for- 
ests, etc., against unnecessary destruc- 
tion and exhaustion. 
The destruction 
of these natural resources should be 
stopped at once." 


Prof. Steinmetz. not only contended 
that the country was wasteful in its 
natural resources, but that it had been 
extremely I'eckless and wasteful in its 
resources of labor. 
He said the time 
was coming when everyone would have 
to learn to conserve labor. 


Immigration to Stop. 


"Immigration 
to this country 
has 
stopped and undoubtedly will stop for- 
ever, except 
from 
the 
back woods 
countries of Europe and Asia. 
We 
have depended largely upon the Eu- 
ropean 
countries to supply us with 
much of our skilled as well as un- 
skilled labor, but now these problems 
have been thrown upon us to solve 
ourselves. 
It is a serious matter and 
demands immediate and careful con- 
sideration. 


"The time has come when we mu.st 
demand the maximum from our labor 
and the time is coming when it will 
be absolutely necessary for the coun- 
try and the govei'nment and the state 
to provide schools In whicli our citi- 
zens may learn and become masters of 
all the various kinds of trades. 
The 
time Is near at hand \yhen we must 
rely absolutely on our own income and 
there Is no course around it; we will 
have to meet conditions. 
Conserva- 
tion is a wide subject and is one which 
applies to us all."

a punch, and Mason wearing the same old 
smile. 


It was a fight from start to finish and 
the scrappers were applauded to the very 
limit at the close.

The east is mighty conser\-atlve 
while the west is progressive—therefore 
trapshooting has gone ahead faster in the 
west than in the east.

the trapshooters. 
In the east many of the 
clubs seldom make any changes, running 
the regular 
weakly or monthly 
shoots 
without any variations from year to year. 
Some of them stick to the old system too 
long and lose their members. It is the gun 
club that is progressive these days that 
gets the greatest membership and it is up 
to the eastern clubs to originate something 
and prove to the westerners that 
they 
know something about the sport, too.

It is surprising to note the hundreds of 
sportsmen in all parts of. the countrj- who 
are resorting to the hand tr- • to get their 
quota of the pleasure and thrills which thé 
great American sport of trapshooting a f - 
fords. 


Time was when the shotgun enthusiast 
was dependent upon the trapshooting clu.b 
for this recreation and was lucky indeed if 
he did not have to journey many miles to 
indulge in the sport. 


Today, however, the problem is solved in 
the hand trap, a portable device which 
may be laid on the floor of an automobile 
beside the gun case, taken on the train, 
on the yacht, or easily carried. 
It is al- 
ways ready for business and never loses 
its energy. It Is to be found on the country 
estate and on the farm. 


The clerk in the office becomes as inde- 
pendent as his employer, for while the lat- 
ter may do his shooting at the country 
club or over the traps of the gun club in 
the city, the clerk with hand trap, gun, 
shells and 
some targets, may board 
a 
street car with his companions and in a 
very short time be experiencing all of the 
delights that go with the sport. 


There will be seventy-one trapshooting 


tournaments in the south this season 
which shows how the south is coming 
along.

CEIEBMIE FEAST OF 


WEMTNISCIIY 


Special Services to Be Held 
by Jewish Congrega- 
tions Here. 


Special services will be held the lat- 
ter part of the week In the two Jew- 
ish congregations of this city, in ac- 
cordance with the Feast of Weeks. 


The Jewish Feast of Weeks will take 
place on Sunday, May 27, commencing 
at sundown Saturday evening. 
The 
date of the feast is reckoned from the 
feast of Passover. 
On and after the 
second day of Passover which was on 
Sunday, April 8, this year, a special 
benediction and 
a 
varying 
formula 
were inserted into each evening pray- 
er, so as to count the passing days. 
This ceremony is called The Counting 
of the Omer, because during the ex- 
istence of the temple at Jerusalem the 
counting of these days began with the 
bringing of the first sheaf (in Hebrew 
'Omer') of the barley harvest, to the 
temple,» as a "wave-offering." 
When 
the count reaches forty-nine days i. e., 
a "week" of weeks, 
the 
feast 
of 
Shabuoth (weeks) or Pentecost (the 
Greek for "fiftieth day") is celebrated. 


The feast of weeks is one of the 
three Pilgrimage festivals. In ancient 
times, men would come from all over 
the land of Canaan on a pilgrimage to 
the temple at Jerusalem. 
Since this 
feast marked the end of the grain har- 
vests, and the beginning of the fruit 
harvest, the pilgrims began to bring 
the first ripe fruits of their fields as 
a gift to the priests at the temple. In 
modern times there are special holiday 
services; the synagogs 
are 
usually 
decorated with plants and flowei'S as 
a reminiscence of the ancient agricul- 
tural nature of the feast. In the morn- 
ing service the Book of Ruth is read 
to the congregation. This book is par- 
ticularly well chosen for this occasion 
because 
of 
its 
harvest scenes, and 
perhaps also because Ruth was a con- 
vert to Judaism rejecting her Moabite 
gods and accepting the worship of the 
God of Israel; and this day is consid- 
ered to be the anniversary of the day 
when the law was given on Mt. Sinai 
and Israel accepted God and his law. 


Shabuoth" therefore, besides being 
the feaat of harvest 
weeks, 
is 
also 
designated as the "time of the giving 
of our law!" 


Since this feast is the anniversary 
of the giving of the law on Mt. Sinai, 
Reform congregations in America" have 
appropriately chosen it as the day for 
confirmation. 
On the anniversary of 
the day on which Israel accepted the 
law of God, the young men and women 
of Israel accept the faith and affirm 
their loyalty to the religion of their 
fathers.

Is Absorbing Feature of the 
Days' Training in Wall 
Street. 


New York, May 23.—United States Steel 
was the absorbing feature at the outset of 
today's active operations by reason of its 
recent spectacular advance. 
Steel opened 
with an offering of 7,000 shares at 127 to 
126%, against yesterday's final quotation 
of 1 2 7 A l m o s t 
immediately, however, 
on further accumulation of 
single lots 
ranging from 1,000 to 4,000 shares, the 
stock rebounded to 127%, a new high 
record for the year. 
Other conspicuoas 
Issues of the first half hour included Cen- 
tral Leather, Midvale Steel, Industrial Al- 
cohol, Ohio Gas and all the leading cop- 
pers and oils at advances of one to two 
points. 
Trading broadened as prices at- 
tained higher levels. 


Rails, shippings and utilities did not 
share in the early rise. Those Issues were 
inclined to yield on first signs of profit 
taking. Steel reacted a large fraction and 
others of that group made similar conces- 
sions. The short interest took courage at 
this point to engage in fresh commitments 
but prices rose again after a brief breath- 
ing spell. Steel touched the new high for 
the movement at 128 >4. Foremo-st features 
of the second advance embraced all equip- 
ments and munitions. 
Oils and alcohol 
also extended initial advances. 
Activity 
halted before midday on acute weakness 
in People's Gas, which fell five points to 
70%, and New Haven, which lost 2% at 
36%, a low record for that stock. 
Bonds 
were irregular.

cur- 
tains and 
draperies 
to 
fit 
someone 
else's 
place-^throwing 
away 
things 
she cares for because they can't be 
made to fit into the always changing 
conditions—is the exception indeed. 1 
haven't said anything about the chil- 
dren. 
The fact is that their case is .«o 
pitiful that it deserves attention all by 
itself. 
It's a 
little too saci-ed 
and 
close to the heart of the father and 
mother to be treated in a sentence 01 
two. 
But the children will have their 
inning.

Francis Joseph when the European 
war began. On the accession ot Em- 
peror Charles the majority of the of- 
ficials of the previous regime were 
either dismissed or resigned. 


There have been persistent reports 


from many sources that 
Emperor 


Charles keenly resented the domi- 
nance of Berlin in Austro-Hungarlan 
affairs and that Count Tisza was the 
one great obstacle which prevented 
him from freeing his empire from the 
influence of Potsdam . 
There have been several reports re- 
cently that the fall of Premier Tisza 
•was imminent, but the rigid censor- 
ship Imposed by Vienna has prevented 
the outside world from learning the 
exact condition of affairs. 


At the outbreak of the war a. truce 


was declared between the political 
parties in Hungary, but last August 
Count Apponyi. leader of the liberals, 
and a strong opponent of the pan-Ger- 
mans, announced that the truce was 
ended and that he would resume criti- 
cism of the government's foreign pol- 
icy. He was joined by Count Karolyi, 
president of the Hungarian Independ- 
ent party, and the two popular lead- 
ers Instituted 
a vigorous campaign 


against Count Tisza for his failure to 
carry out franchise ana other demo- 
cratic reforms.

lon of vodka In Russia and Tor tho 
defense of the realm act In Great Brit- 
ain. In Russia vodka was recognized 
is a menace to tho efficiency of both 
ho men fighting at tho front and of 
hose working at home, and, being a 
grain product. It cut into the supply 
of grain to be used as food. In the 
same way In England the consumption 
f liquor was regulated for the double 
reason of economy and efficiency. 
i 


The defense of tho realm act pro- 


vides for the sale of intoxicants only 
between the hours of 12:30 and 2 
p. m. and between 6:30 and 8 p. m.— 
.hat Is, at luncheon and dinner time. 
n a country where everyone drinks 
with meals this concession was con- 
sidered necessary. It enables the 
aboring people to have their ale and 
porter and the others to have wine 
or whisky and soda. There is a. grow- 
ng feeling In England that even this 
should be abolished and th&t total pro- 
ilbltion during the term of war Is the 
right thing. 


In the early months of the war in 


England there was a great deal of 
drunkenness not only among men, but 
among women. 
Especially was this 


true among the very poor women in 
the East End of London. 
Many of 


these women whose husbands enlisted 
in the army were in possession of the 
first regular income they had ever en- 
joyed in their lives, provided by the 
government 
allowance 
to 
soldiers' 


wives and families, and they proceeded 
to spend It in the public houses. A law 
was passed prohibiting women tvith 
babies in arms from buying drinks In 
the public houses, and this resulted in 
giving an old grandmother a livellhdod. 
These old women stood outside the 
pubs holding women's babies for a few 
pence, while the mothers themselves, 
relieved of their charges, went inside 
to drink. 
This was only one of the 


ugly details that led to the passage of 
the defense of the realm act. 


Even this did not entirely abolish 


drunkenness. It was claimed that men 
'who never drankito excess now drank 
great quantities during tho luncheon 
and dinner hour because they couldn't 
get it at other hours. 
To make this 


condition less exaggerated treating was 
made a crime, and men could only buy 
for themselves. 
Even this measure is 


often cleverly sidestepped by various 
ruses, especially in ciubs, though treat-

Corn Meals Have 


Great Fuel Value 


There are all sorts of popular no- 


tions about the effect of corn on the 
body. Thus, one occasionally hears it 
said that it is Indigestible and unfit 
for persons of weak digestion. Old- 
fashioned corn meals In which tho skin 
was imperfectly bolted out and the fat 
of the germ, which readily becomes 
rancid, was retained, may have been 
digested somewhat less easily or less 
thoroughly than some 
other cereal 


foods, but it does not seem probable 
that the finely granulated corn meals 
now commonly found on the market 
which contain little save the starch 
and protein of the grain would tax the 
digestive organs very severely. Ex- 
periments have certainly shown that 
such corn meal Is very well assimilat- 
ed. Foods containing coarse material 
like the bran of cereals are believed to 
stimulate 
the 
movement of 
food 


through tho Intestines and so to coun- 
teract any tendency to constipation. 
From this standpoint the use of the 
coarser meals has an advantage which 
in most cases will doubtless make up 
for any differences in ease or thorough- 
ness of digestion. 


The digestibility of any ordinary 


cereal food is Increased by thorough 
cooking, us this tends to break down, 
the crude fiber of the cell walls and 
changes the physical or chemical na- 
ture of tho starch so 'hat It Is more 
readily acted upon by the digestive 
juices. The more cellulose a food con- 
tains tho more important it Is that 
the cooking should be 
thoroughly 


done, and so tho desirability of proper- 
ly cooking corn meal is obvious. 


Corn is frequently spoken of as a 


good winter food, but as too "heating" 
or "heating to the blood" for summer. 
Just what these expressions mean is 
not easy to say. Carefully conducted 
expcrimont!i have shown that as a rule, 
the consumption and digestion of car- 
bohydrates and fats does not material- 
ly increase the output of tho body 
heat, but that protein does causo an 
Increase In the amount radiated or 
otherwise given oft by the body. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, in the few 
experiments which have been made 
with man this Increased liberation of 
heat has not been accompanied by 
sensation of warmth. Corn is not a 
typical protein food, as its protein con- 
tent is not over in per cent., so It 
would hardly cause an appreciable In- 
crease in the output of heat from the 
body as compared with wheat or other 
common foods also supplying tho dif- 
ferent classes of nutrients in reason- 
able proportion. 


Corn is rich in fat and carbohyd- 


rates nnd so is a fattening fond, as its

heating food, particularly valuable in 
the winter diet, on account of its fat- 
producing iiualitics rather than be- 
cause of any specific heat producing 
properties. 


The term "heating foods" seems of- 


ten to mean simply hearty foods; that 
is, those whinh, because of their hulk, 
the length of time they remain in the 
stomach, or for other reasons delay 
the normal recurrence of hunger for 
a longer time than usual.

Certainly simple corn breads 


and other simple corn dishes do not. 
seem to particularly merit this resig- 
nation. 


In this connection it is interesting to 


note that corn has always been a more 
important, foodstuff in the southern 
United States. Mexico and the Medi- 
terranean regions than in correspond- 
ing northern regions, even where it is 
a common market commodity, and this 
would certainly 
indicate 
that 
cold 


weather is more appropriate for the 
use of corn foods than warm. 
The 


most reasonable deduction from avail- 
able data is that the way in which corn 
dishes arc prepared and cooked and 
the foods with which they are com- 
bined arc more important factors than 
climate in regulating the use of these 
foods, and that, rightly usert, corn 
bread and other corn dishes are.whole- 
some at ail seasons. 


A curious and often fatal disease,'

Tho noil host adapter! to tho culti- 


vation of cucumbers In the open Is a 
light, sanity loam. A pood plan la to 
throw n. furrow along the lino of tho 
row and to plaro a shovelful of woll- 
rotted manure In the bottom of the fur- 
row whoru the hills are to bo grown. 
Then cover with a two-inch layer of 
earth before planting tho seed. If no 
old manure can bo had a small handful 
of

worked into each hill. Fertilizer that 
has nitrogen in considerable quantity 
is best. 


Planting. 


Plant in hills four feet apart each 


way as soon as all danger of frost is 
past. They are sometimes planted two 
or 3 feet apart in rows six feet apart. 
In rich soil, for a crop'of pickles, the 
seed may be sown in rows six or seven 
feet apart and the plants thinned to a 
foot apart In the row. Sow about 10 or 
]f> needs over an area :i»>ut six feet 
square and cover with about half an 
inch of fine, moist soil. This should 
be firmed with the Dack of the hoe 
a,nd then covered with a sprinkle of 
loose dirt to serve as a mulch. If a 
heavy rain packs the top soil and a 
crust is formed before the plants ap- 
pear, it is wise to go over the ground 
and carefully break the crust over each 
hill by means of a. rake. 


TliinnliiR. 


Thinning is usually deferred until 


the plants have become fully estab- 
lished, and care must be taken to avoid 
disturbing the roots of tha remaining 
plants. Usually the thinninR Is com- 
pleted by the time the plants have four 
rough leav-RS. 
Sometimes the plants 


arc cut off with ,1 knife or shears in- 
stead of'being pulled, and thus danger 
of disturbing the roots is avoided. 
Only 2 or at most 3 plants are left in 
a hill.

Companion Crop. 


The cucumber Is frequently used an 


a. companion crop to other crops, like 
beans. Beans being of rapid growth, 
"come on" quickly and form a partial 
protection or windbreak for tho younpr 
cucumber plants. 
When arranged In 


this way tho cucumbers arc planted 
In rows six feot apart and a row of 
befins Is placed between two roxvs of 
cucumbers. Tho quick maturing; of tho 
beans allows them to be harvested 
from the area before it Is required for 
the cucumbers. 


Dlsoa.tos and Knomlcs. 


"" As. a rule pardon cucumbers will not 
he greatly Injured by diseases. When 
Krown over larffe areas they may he at- 
tacked by blight and mildew. They 
should be sprayed with bordeaux mix- 
ture, once in ten days or two weeks 
after they have begun to run. 


The striped cucumber bettle is the 


most troublesome post with which tho 
grower has to deal. There is no spe- 
cific remedy. Direct applications, such 
as Paris Green or other arsenical will 
destroy the beetles when they occur 
in moderate numbers. Pyrethrum, ap- 
'plied with a powder bellows is valuable 
In small gardens. It is applied early 
in the morning when the dew is on. 
Direct remedies, such as pyrethrum, 
sprinkling of wood ashes, road dust, 
etc., must be repeatedly applied, par- 
ticularly when rainfall necessitates 
their renewal, until tho plants have ob- 
tained a. cood start or the insects have 
dispersed. Tobacco dust, sprinkled on 
the hills has the advantage of being a 


lottellont. and acts also ns a fer- 


tilizer and mulch for the plant.

Many growers believe that frexh stable 
manure should not be used for epgplanla, 
and that the land should not contain 1111- 
fcnncnteil vegetable matter to any large 
extent.

The sppds should be started early in I 


the spring in hotheda or grecnhonsep. Tf : 
no hotbed is at hnml, the seed may be , 
sown in boxes in any light, warm room, j 
When'the plants have forced two rough | 
leaves they should be transplanted three ' 
or four inches apart in other boxes or in 
small pots. They must be well watered 
and gradually hardened to outdoor condi- 
tions. Late in May or early in June 
transplant to the open ground in rows 
three feet apart anil two feet apart in 
the row. Free cultivation is desirable 
and the plants should be kept growing 
rapidly. When about a foot high draw 
the earth up to the stem. 


A dozen good plants should supply 


enough fruit 
for the average 
family 


throughout the season. Care must be 
taken in cutting the fniit so as not to 
injure the plant, by breaking it or dis- 
turbing the roots.

to take the place of John Wessel. jr., 
former secretary and manager of the 
city light department and who resigned 
hie position when shortage in his ac- 
counts to the extent of $8,370 was 
shown, refuses to assume responsibil- 
ity until the books of the light depart- 
ment have been reaudited. 
State accountants will be sent for by 


the board of works, and will make a 
careful examination of all records of 
the city light system. The accountants 
will be brought here as soon as pos- 
sible. 
Frank Dlx. who was appointed tem- 


porary secretary and manager in ad- 
dition to his other duties in the light 
department when Wessel joined the 
regular army a month ago. will take 
complete charge of the plant when cor- 
rect financial condition has been estab- 
lished by the state auditors. No per- 
manent secretary and manager of the 
plant will be appointed during tho 
present administration. 


At Training Cnnip. 


John Wessel. jr.. is in the officers'

Ho stated 
that he would gather the money to 
meet the deficit at once.

son's intentions to pay back the sum. 


"He took the money to try to help 


out the light department," his mother 
says. "All his plans proved failures. 
He made no attempt to conceal the 
shortage. 
He fully intended to pay 


back every cent."

ment that Wessel was attempting 
schemes for developing the city light 
department. He tried novel advertis- 
ing plans on his own account, it is 
said. 
"Wessel's great mistake was in try- 


ing out his plans without consulting

Kansas and Nebraska, thence 
on to the spring wheat valleys of the 
Dakotas. until after the first of Sep- 
tember when the last North American 
sheaf has been cut In the far Hudson 
bay country. The word from Texas 
was taken as a good omen for It show- 
ed that the harvest had been started 
three days earlier than normal and 
even three days is important, it is said, 
when the whole world is crying for 
wheat.

"Our natural resources, which, when 


the country was first discovered, was 
richly endowed with, are rapidly ap- 
proaching the end," said the speaker. 
"We must preserve what we have 
left," he continued, "and protect the 
resources, such as water power, tor- 
efts, etc., against unnecessary destruc- 
tion and exhaustion. The destruction 
of these natural resources should be 
stopped at once." 


Prof. Steinmctz not only contended 


that the country was wasteful in its 
natural resources, but that it had been 
extremely reckless and wasteful in its 
resources of labor. He said the time 
was coming when everyone would have 
to learn to conserve labor. 


Immigration to Stop. 


"Immigration to this country has 


stopped and undoubtedly will stop for- 
ever, except from the back woods 
countries of Europe and Asia. 
We 


have depended largely upon the Eu- 
ropean countries to supply us with 
much of our skilled as well as un- 
skilled labor, but now these problems 
have been thrown upon us to solve 
ourselves. It is a serious matter and 
demands Immediate and careful con- 
sideration. 


"The time has come when we must 


demand the maximum from our labor 
and the time is coming when it will 
be absolutely necessary for the coun- 
try and tho government and tho state 
to provide schools in which our citi- 
zens may learn and become masters of 
all the various kinds of trades. The 
time is near at hand when we must 
rely absolutely on our own Income and 
there Is no course around it; we will 
have to meet conditions. 
Conserva- 


tion is a wide subject and is one which 
applies to us all."

CELEBRATE FEAST OF 


MIS CITY 


Special Services to Be Held 


by Jewish Congrega- 


tions Here. 


Special services will be held the lat- 


ter part of the week in the two Jew- 
ish congregations of this city, in ac- 
cordance with the Feast of Weeks. 


The Jewish Feast of Weeks will take 


place on Sunday, May 27, commencing 
at sundown Saturday evening. The 
date of the feast is reckoned from the 
feast of Passover. On and after the 
second day of Passover which was on 
Sunday, April 8, this year, a special 
benediction and a varying formula 
were inserted into each evening pray- 
er, so as to count the passing days. 
This ceremony is called The Counting 
of the Omer, because during the ex- 
istence of the temple at Jerusalem the 
counting of these days began with the 
bringing of the first sheaf (in Hebrew 
'Omer') of the barley harvest, to the 
temple, as a "wave-offering." When 
the count reaches forty-nine days i. e.. 
a "week" of weeks, 
the 
feast 
of 


Shabuoth (weeks) or Pentecost (the 
Greek for "fiftieth day") is celebrated. 


The feast of weeks is one of the 


three Pilgrimage festivals. In ajicient 
times, men would come from all over 
the land of Canaan on a pilgrimage to 
the temple at Jerusalem. Since this 
feast marked the end of the grain har- 
vests, and the beginning of the fruit 
harvest, the pilgrims began to bring 
the first ripe fruits of their fields as 
a gift to the priests at the temple. In 
modern times there are special holiday 
services; the synagogs are 
usually 


decorated with plants and flowers as 
a reminiscence of the ancient agricul- 
tural nature of the feast. In the morn- 
ing service the Book of Ruth is read 
to the congregation. This book is par- 
ticularly well chosen for this occasion 
because of • its 
harvest scenes, and 


perhaps also because Ruth was a con- 
vert to Judaism rejecting her Moablte 
gods and accepting the worship of the 
God of Israel: and this day is consid- 
ered to be the anniversary of the day 
when the law was given on Mt. Sinai 
and Israel accepted God and hi* law. 
"Shabuoth" therefore, besides being 
the feast of harvest weeks, is also 
designated as the "time of th« giving 
of our law!" 


Since this feast Is the anniversary 


of the giving of the law on Mt. Slnal. 
Reform congregations In America have 
appropriately chosen It as the day for 
confirmation. 
On the anniversary of 


the day on which Israel accepted the 
law of God. the young men and women 
of Israel accept the faith and affirm 
their loyalty to the religion of their 
fathers.

Receipts took an awful jump on the 


wholesale street market Wednesday and 
the city weighmaster spent a very busy 
morning.

New York, May 23.—United States Steel 


was the absorbing feature ,al the outset of 
today's actli'e operations by reason of its 
recent spectacular advance. Steel opened 
with an offering of 7,000 shares at 127 to 
126?i, against yesterday's final quotation 
of 327%. 
Almost immediately, however, 


on further accumulation of single lots 
ranging from 1,000 to 4,000 shares, the 
stock rebounded to 127%, a new high 
record for the year. Other conspicuous 
issues of the first half hour included Cen- 
tral Leather, Midvalo Steel, Industrial Al- 
cohol, Ohio Gas and all tho leading cop- 
pers and oils at advances of one to two 
points. Trading broadened as prices at- 
tained higher levels. 


Rails, shippings and utilities did not 


share in the early rise. Those issues were 
inclined to yield on first signs of profit 
taking. Steel reacted a large fraction and 
others of that group made similar conces- 
sions. The short interest took courage at 
this point to engage in fresh commitments 
hut prices rose again after a brief breath- 
ing spell. Steel touched the new high for 
the movement nt 128Vi. Foremost features 
or the second advance embraced all equip- 
ments and munitions. 
Oils and alcohol 


also extended initial advances. Activity 
halted before midday on acute weakness 
in People's Gas, which fell five points to 
70%, and Xew Haven, which lost 2% at 
36%. a low record for that stock. Bonrta 
were irregular.
